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J3e it enacted ~by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:.

SECTION 1. That townships one hundred and fifteen
(115)) one hundred and sixteen (116) and one hundred
and seventeen (117) north, of ranges thirty-one (31)
and thirty-two (32), west of the fifth (5th) principal
meridian, are hereby attached to McLeod county, and
shall hereafter be a part of said county.

®EO' ^" ^* *ne *"ns °^ P^mg notice of the next
general election, the proper officers in McLeod county
shall, in like manner, give notice that at said electron
a vote will betaken on the question of attaching cer-
tain townships to McLeod county, according to the
provisions of this act. At said election the voters of
McLeod county, in favor of .the change proposed in
this act, shall have distinctly written or printed on
their ballots for State and county officers, "For addi-
tion of towns to McLeod county," and those opposed
to said change, "Against addition of towns to McLeod
county," and the judges of election in the several
towns shall make returns thereof to the county audi-
tor with the returns of votes .for State and county
officers.

SEC. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after the ratification of the proposed addition
of townships by a majority of the electors of McLeod
'county voting thereon.

SEO. 4. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with, , . , , , * , ,
this act are hereby repealed.
